As illustrated in Fig. 1, a packing lamination sheet 1 of the 
present invention has a layered structure in which a water absorptive 
layer 3 is interposed between a non water-absorptive layer 2(21) at the 
front side and a non water-absorptive layer 2(22) at the rear side, and 
a large number of narrow holes 4 are provided which pass through the 
non water-absorptive layer 2 1 at the front side to reach the water 
absorptive layer 3 provided below the non water-absorptive layer 21. 
The above-described narrow holes 4 are each formed so as not to reach 
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the rear side of the packing lamination sheet 1. The narrow holes 4 
may be formed so as to pass through the water absorptive layer 3 as 
shown in Figs. 1 to 4 or pass through only the non water-absorptive 
layer 21 at the front side as shown in Fig. 6. 
[0007] 

In the packing lamination sheet 1 of the present invention, the 
layered structure comprised of the non water-absorptive layers 2 and 
the water absorptive layer 3 is not limited to the three-layer structure 
as shown in Fig. 1 . There may be applied any layered structure so long 
as the non water-absorptive layer 2 is located at the frontmost surface 
of the lamination sheet (at the side in which the lamination sheet 
contacts a body to be packed when packed), and the water absorptive 
layer is located as an inside layer of the lamination sheet, and further, 
the narrow holes 4 are each formed so as to pass through from the non 
water-absorptive layer at the front side to the water absorptive layer 
located at the inner side.

Fig. 2 shows another example of the packing lamination sheet 
of the present invention. In the packing lamination sheet 1, as shown 
in Fig. 2, a basic material film 5 can also be provided in layers below 
the non water-absorptive layer 2(22) located at the rear side. When 
the basic material film 5 is a non water-absorptive film, the narrow 
holes 4 may merely provided so as not to pass through the non 
water-absorptive basic material film 5 at the rearmost side even if the 
narrow holes are formed so as to pass through the non water- 
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absorptive layer 21 at the front side and the water absorptive layer 3 
and further pass through the non water-absorptive layer 22 located at 
the rear side. 
[0009] 

Further, when the above-described basic material film 5 is a 
water absorptive film, the narrow holes 4 are provided so as not to 
pass through the non water-absorptive sheet 22 at the rear side. Fig. 
3 shows still another example of the packing lamination sheet of the 
present invention. When a water absorptive sheet such as paper 6 is 
provided as a layer located at the rearmost side, it suffices that the 
narrow holes 4 be formed so as not to reach the non water-absorptive 
sheet 22 at the rear side. 
[0010] 

The non water-absorptive layer 2 of the packing lamination 
sheet 1 of the present invention is comprised of a non water-absorptive 
plastic film such as polyethylene or non-stretched polypropylene. 
Preferably, a film having a thickness of 20 to 100 pm is used. 
[0011] 

The water absorptive layer 3 is not particularly limited so long 
as it has water absorptivity. For example, ordinary paper, water 
absorptive paper such as tissue paper, synthetic paper, plastic film 
such as polyvinyl alcohol having water absorptivity, and the like are 
used. For example, when paper is used as the water absorptive layer 
3, the thickness thereof is preferably about 21 to 50 g/m 2 . 
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
